It. had burned 
lo the point where the marks shows 
it. had been compressed and then the 
powder had blown out. A measure- 
ment, between the two marks shows 
that the flattened portion is too nar- 
row to have been made by a shoe and 
indicated that it could not have been 
stepped upon.

H. Pfelffer & Son 
sold some yesterday, but It. was in a 
twenty-five pound box and wr-.s pur- 
chased by a farmer living in Adams 
township. 
John Trautman has not 


sold any for several weeks, but had 
glvon away a small piece of fuse to a 
man about town.

She said the robber

New York, Oct. 30.—Elopers who 


seek hasty or secret marriages no 
longer will find a Gretna Green in the 
"Little Church Around the Corner," 
famous throughout the country for the 
romantic unions that have been effect- 
ed there. 


This is the decision of Rev. Dr. 


George C. Houghton, rector of the 
church. 
He has declared that here- 


after the sanctuary over which he 
presides shall not be tho place for 
the performance of ill-advised mar- 
riages or of any kind that cannot be 
considered regular in the fullest sense 
of the term. 


To that end Dr. Houghton says that 


when it is possible publicity shall at- 
tend any marriage at which he may 
officiate henceforth. It is his purpose 
that the banns shall be published in 
the old-fashioned way before the cere- 
mony so that any third person who 
may know there are reasons why It 
should not take place may be able to 
appear. 


Sends Catholics to Priests. 


Dr. Houghton will refuse also to 


marry members of the Roman Catho- 
lic faith, for no reason beyond his 
conviction that they should seek cler-* 
gymen of their own church and be- 
cause in such cases a second mar- 
riage according to the Catholic ritual 
usually Is deemed necessary: 


Perhaps the most Important feature 


of Dr. Houghton's departure, however, 
is his resolution not to marry any 
persons who cannot prove to his sat- 
isfaction that they are of the required 
legal age or, If they are minors, that 
they have consent of their parents or 
guardians. 


Discussing the matter, Dr. Hough- 


ton said: "I want people to get rid 
of the Idea that this Is a good place 
to come to bo married secretly. For 
that reason I am doing all that I can 
to discourage such marriages. 
That 


is my reason for deciding that here- 
after wherever possible the banns of 
those Intending to be married here 
shall be published in the church. Ex- 
perience has proved that publication 
of banns works for the best Interest 
of everybody except the divorce law- 
yer. 


RefuM* to Marry Many. 


"Every one who wishes to be mar- 


ried here," Dr. Houghtou went on, 
"must first snow me there is no rea- 
son why I should not perform tho cer- 
emony. For this reason in the three 
months ending Oct. 1 I refused to 
marry 265 couples. Some of these ap- 
pllcantg had been divorced, but In the 
majority of the cases they could not 
convince me that the families of both 
sides knew of their intention of be- 
ing married nnd approved it. 


'Then others of these applicants 


were Roman Catholics. I always re- 
fuse to marry them, referring them 
to some priest of their 
own faith. 


That in better, I think, for everybody.

What is net profit? 
Net profit Is 


the gain left a seller after he de 
ducts the first cost of what he sells 
plus his expense In selling it, from 
the amount he receives for it.

ber. Their reports indicate I hat. dur- 
ing the school term of 190K-7. 22.01B 
children were brought into school who 
had either not been in school before 
or whose attendance was irregular. 
Of this number. 21.049 went to the 
public schools and 957 to private or 
parochial-schools. It. was found neces- 
sary 'o provide clothinK or books for 
7,ti(ia of these, and the assistance so 
given amounted in value to $lS.S9G.7:i. 
an average of $2.48 for each child 
aided. In the administration of their 
offices the truant officers spent 16.313 
lays in service and made (57.918 visits. 
Their salaries amounted to $32.822.50. 
This sum. added to the aid given the 
children, makes the total cost of ad- 
ministerinK the law amount to ?51.- 
719.23. an average of $2.35 for each 
child brought into school.
